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Gentlemen, 

) I have  the  honour  to  loresent  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Kawardcn  Rural  District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  for  mid-year  1954  is 
34,930,  an  increase  of  250  over  the  estimated  population  of  34j730  in  mid  1953. 

The  birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rates  for  certain  infectious  diseases 
are  based  on  this  population  figure  of  34,980,  whilst  both  birth  and  death  rates 
are  corrected  by  applying  a comparability  factor  of  1<,03  in  the  case  of  births 
and  1,17  i^  the  case  of  deaths. 

The  total  nuraber  of  live  births  in  1954  544?  this  being  38  less  than 

in  1953,  when  -ootjal  live  births  numbered  532,  The  birth  rate  for  the  year  being 
16,3  per  1,000  of  the  home  population  as  compared  with  a bhrxh  rate  of  l6,7  in 
1953?  and  a rate  of  15.2  for  EngD-aiRi  and  Wales  In  1954. 

The  total  nuixiber  of  deaths  from  a].l  causes  during  the  year  was  349?  as 
compared  with  318  in  1953  an  increase  of  31,  The  death  rate  for  1954  is  11,6 
per  1,000  of  the  home  population  as  i^omparcd  witn  a rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  11.3  and  a rate  of  10,41  fer  +he  District  in  1953, 

There  vrore  I4  deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year,  1 less  than 
in  1953e  The  infantile  mortadity  rate  is  25c7  per  1,000  live  births  as 
compared  with  a.  rate  of  25«5,i'or  England  and  Wales  and  a rate  for  the  District 
of  25,8  in  1953.  A table  analj’-sing  the  causes  of  infantile  deaths  and  further 
comments  are  embodieeJ.  in  the  report. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart,  and  ciroulatory 
system  {YJ-21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death)  which  group  of  diseases 
accountod  for  l3l  of  the  349  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  that  is 
51,8^  of  all  deaths,  Cance3.’  (all  forms)  aocoinited  for  67  o.f  the  349  deaths 
which  is  ].6,3/j  of  the  tobal,  and  together  v/ith  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circu] atcry  bjstem  accounted  for  248  or  68, of  the  total  deaths.  Last  year 
the  ccapargti.vo  f.ig!?-;ces  for  these  two  groups  of  diseases  were  209  65.7^  of 

all  deaths,  Conoor  of  tho  lung  and  bronchus  was  tho  cause  of  10  deaths  an 
increase  of  4 over  tho  last  year' s figure,  A further  note  on  doaths  from  cancer 
is  incl.uded  j.niho  report. 

Of  the  total  numiber  of  deaths  47. 6/0  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of 
70  years  anrl  39.2%  in  the  age  group  45"69  years,  so  that  86,8^0  of  the  total 

deaths  cccurred  in  i>oople  over  the  age  of  4-5  years. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cau.so  of  death  in  3 persons,  a rate  of  0,08  per  1,000 
of  the  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0.19  fer  England  and  Wales, 

For  tho  seventh  year  in  succession  there  wore  no  deaths  from  diphtheria 
nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notifieo.. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases  the  incidence  of  measles  fell  from  29I  cases 
notified  in  195-3  to  277  cases  notified  in  1954.  Scarlot  fevor  v/as  loss  tha^n  in 

1953  when  19  casGS  wore  notified  as  compared  with  9 this  year,  ■ Tuberculosis  too 

sliowod  a decline  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  from  6l  in  195?  fo  44  1954. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified. 

Housing  oontinued  to  occupy  the  active  interest  of  your  Health  Department, 
and  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  their  work  of  inspoctions  and  enquiries 
into  the  environmental  circumstancGS  of  housing  applicants. 

To  conclude,  Gentlemen,  I thank  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the  year.  Your  Clerk,  Mr, L,G, Watson, 
has  always  boon  road;/  with  help  and  advice,  your  Surveyor,  Mr,G.  I.Roidford,  has 
co-oporated  xn  every  way  and  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr,  Thomas  and  Mr.  ?/illiams 
havG  coiitinuod  their  loyal  support,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  and  all  your  officials 
for  thei3.'  continued  assistance  during  tho  year,

During  the  year  no  demands  were  mside  for  the  cleansing  of  and  disin- 
festation of  verminous  persons. 

In  all  casGS  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  death  resulting  from  Tuherculosis  as 
■well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered  advisahle,  the  houses  of  the 
patien'fcs  are  thoroughly  disinfected  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspectors „ 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  steam 
disinfection  of  heddingj  but  this  Hospital  is  now  under  the  control 
of  the  North  Wales  Hospital  Board  vwith  whom  co-operation  is  maintained.
